$206,463,603.12. 

During  the  above-mentioned  period  the  total  income  of  this 
department  from  such  sources  as  examinations  and  license  fees, 
amounted  to  $84,558.88.  Total  disbursements  for  the  same  period 
were  $48,890.94.  The  net  income  of  $35,667.94  accrued  to  the 
General  Fund  of  the  state.
